In addition to its present schedule 
of two round-ups of European news each 
day, CBS added several broadcasts from 
overseas daily when the Norwegian crisis 
was at fever pitch. The land battles in Nor- 
way, and the sea battles off its coast, were 
covered by CBS' regular staff correspondents 
and by Miss Betty Wason, who was added to 
the staff as Stockholm radio correspondent 
with Germany's latest thrust. After the bat- 
tics raginp in Norway subsided to the slower, 
steadier grind of war, Columbia returned to 
its regular war-time news schedule — pre- 
piired, on a twenty-four hour basis, to 
enlarge its coverage wherever important, 
uncx|)cclcd events broke nut again.
